Living Costs 


Request of three railway brother- 
hovds, representing 35,000 engineers, con- 
ductors and trainmen employed by the 
CPR, for a 30 cents per hour wage increase 
should make it urgently clear to the Cana- 
dian government that some effective action 
on the skyrocketting cost of living has 
become dangerously overdue. 

Operating employes of the CNR are 
expected to open negotiations with the 
national railway immediately the CPR 
meetings are concluded. 

All this adds up to a very real threat 
of another railvay strike which could 
paralyze the country just as effectively 
as the recent strike did. 

In the opinion of most Canadians, the 
federal government asked parliament for 
strike legisiation that was mild, just and 
reasonable. 

When the government actually got 
down to business, the dispute was handled 
with moderation and wisdom if not with a 
great deal of foresight. 

But these steps could have been taken 
before the strike started just as easily as 
they were after it had gone on for days. 

‘And exactly the same thing is true of 
the present situation with regard to the 
operating railwaymen, 


o 

The time for the government to act is 
now and not after the negotiations con- 
ceivably degenerate into a dispute and the 
dispute into a walk-out. 

When parliament ended the strike of 
the non-operating employes, The Edmonton 
Bulletin commented that, excellent as the 
legislation was in effecting the conclusion 
of a single strike, it was no more than 
expedient because it did not touch the 
source of labor unrest which is wildly 
rising living costs, 

Present circumstances seem to bear 
out the truth of that contention. 

And if a poll were taken of labor men 
in Canada, it would probably be found that 
what reasonable workers want is not so 
much higher wages as lower living ex- 
penses. 

Thoughtful unions realize as well as 
anyone else that pyramiding wages contri- 
bute to pyramiding living costs and that 
to break the vicious circle of mounting 
costs, something will have to be done about 
commodity prices. 

The intolerable price structure should 
have the immediate attention of parlia- 


ment. 


Something More for the Money 


It may reveal a perverse and suspi- 
cious frame of mind, but many Canadians 
including this newspaper, would like to 
know in considerably more detail than has 
been given exactly what this country is 
getting for the $308,000,000 it is sending 
abroad this year to buy arms for fellow 
members of the North Atlantic Pact. 

This $308,000,000, which may be in- 
creased, Finance Minister Abbott says, is 
not a loan, but a free gift. We will never 

t a cent of it back, except in terms of 
what may hopefully be defined as secur- 


ity. 
: It is a lot of money to come out of the 
pockets of 15,000,000 Canadians. And 


Mr, Abbott’s explanation of its purpose 
is entirely too vague to be satisfactory. 

Apparently the government has no 
idea what arms will be needed or who will 
need them, 

No Canadian is opposed to the prin- 
ciple of a concerted democratic effort 
to secure the peace of the world. No 
Canadian objects to paying a fair share 
of its cost, 

But there is such a thing as slipping 
into the role of Santa Claus without 
achieving anything but a glow of self- 
satisfaction. 

Canadians would like to see something 
a little more tangible for the money. 


Reverses May Wake Them Up 


Reverses suffered by the United Na- 
tions forces in Korea are not easy to take 
when it is remembered that theoretically 
the might of the entire democratic world 
is levelled against a little insignificant 
Asiatic country. 

But that insignificant’ Asiatic country 
is being backed by one of the most powers 
ful military forces in the world. 

The fact that a Russian officer was 
shot down in a North Korean combat plane 
gives substance to the suspicion that 
Asiatic Soviet troops are being fed into the 
North Korean army just as equipment 
and materials of war are being fed into 
it by Russia. 

Thus, while the hope mounts that Rus- 
sia will not emerge openly as a combatant, 
there seems to be no doubt that Russia is 
already in the struggle surreptitiously. 

This being the fact, the United Nations 
must begin to face the possibility of actual 
defeat in Korea. 


As Winston Churchill has pointed out, 
an eventual defeat in Korea would com- 
pletely destroy that present hope of 
averting a world war. 

It is not pleasant to contemplate mili- 
tary reverses under these circumstances. 

But these reverses will not spell com- 
plete disaster if they succeed in awaken- 
ing United Nations members out of their 
complacency. 

To put it baldly, the general response 
to the United Nations appeal for member 
aid has been disgraceful. 

Those nations that stand to lose from 
continued aggression, which means every 
democratic nation on earth, have been 
thinking of this Korean war in terms of 
a penny-ante poker game instead of in 
terms of a dyke to hold back the whole 
Communistic tide. 

If the bad news from Korea serves to 
shock them into positive defensive action, 
it will not be entirely calamitous, 


Mr. Drew Is Entirely Right : 


When Progressive Conservative Lead- 
er George Drew demands a secret meet- 
ing of parliament to discuss Canadian 
defence, he is entirely right. 

He says that the Russians probably 
know more about Canadian defences than 
Canadian citizens do. That, of course, is 
an exaggeration of the kind commonly 
employed in the commons, But in princi- 
ple it is true. And it is not good enough. 


‘ODDS AND ENDS 


Nobody wants Canada’s defensive 
secrets blazoned abroad to the whole 
public. But Canadian citizens sre entitled 
to demand that their elected representa- 
tives in parliament be fully taken into 
the confidence of the government. 

Certainly the opposition parties, about 
whose loyalty there is no question, cannot 
be expected to co-operate completely 
when they are kept in the dark.

Here at Camp Elphinstone, on 
the shores of the Pacific, the 
YMCA public affairs institute is 
deep into discussion, 

The questions for today were: 

1, What is the effect of the 
welfare state on the individual? 
Does it assist or retard the de- 


" velopment of the person? Does it 


rob him or her of initiative and 
80 forth? 

2, Should pension plans be cone 
tributory or not? That is, should 
the individual have to pay direct- 
ly into the funds from which 
pensions are ultimately paid, or 
should these social welfare mea- 
sures be financed from the gen 
eral national revenues? 


Considerable 


Agreement 

The four discussion groups 
showed a close approach to a 
consensus of agreement, The sub- 
etantial majority of the particle 
pants clearly believed that the 
welfare state idea is here to stay, 
They were by no means S0 heare 
ly agreed on whether or not it 
would be a good thing for the in- 
dividual, 

But by and, large the “ayes” 
had it—that is, most of them 
figured it would promote and not 
retard personal development, 

But in the discussions and fn 
the conclusions it was strongly 
stressed that the people of wel- 
fare states would have to pay 
more attention to leisure time 
activities. 

There was virtually unanimous 
agreement that pensions should 
be contributory; that is, that all 
able-bodied workers should pay 
directly and personally into the 
funds from which ths ,.ants are 
made to older folks, 


One Kind 
Disliked 


So far as I could learn, every- 
body was against the kind of pen- 
sions recently demanded and 
won by certain big unions in the 
US There are the pension plans 
in which the employer pays the 
entire contribution and the em- 
ploye, on retirement, gets a cere 
tain amount, say $100 per month 
for life. 

One great disadvantage of such

schemes is that the worker gets 
no benefit from them unless he 
works out the entire stipulated 
period with one employer, 

The groups here agreed that 
the individual should pay in re- 
gardless of which particular em- 
ployer he works for from time to 
time; and that any scheme is bad 
which tends to chain the worker 
to one boss—or else forfeit the 
equity he has built up in the pen- 
sion fund, 

In the discussion it came out 
strongly that any fair and just 
pension plan must be built on a 
stable money system, The speak- 
ers stressed the fact that it was 
an outright swindle to require 
people to pay into a pension fund 
for g whole working lifetime 
when the dollar had a high pure 
chasing value, only to have the 
payoff in dollars worth only a 
fraction of those which had been 
paid in, 


British Expert 
Raised Subjects 

Today’s discussions grew direct- 
ly out of the talks of Elizabeth 
Sharp, OBE, who is one of Brit- 
ain's top experts in the field of 
personal relations Jn industry. 

Last night she compared the 
set-ups in Britain, the United 
States and Canada, She gave fact 
and figure to show how the 
longer experience of the trade 
unions in Britain had resulted in 
a greater disposition to keep 
trade disputes from intervention 
by governments or governmen- 
tal agencies. 

Both managers and unions in 
Britain have developed the habit 
of settling their own disputes, 
and regard as a black mark 
against their own efficiency a 
state of affairs in which the gov. 
ernment is compelled to inter- 
vene. 

Miss Sharp {s blonde, cheerful, 
friendly and obviously knows her 
business. She talks a sort of 
international English; that is, 
British, but as clear as erystal to 
any North American,

Every Great Crisis Has 
Made Its Great Leader

It is one of the rather remark. 
able mysteries of history that 
every great crisis has produced 

its great leader, 

Such an ungodly time had come 
in the life of the Hebrews, The 
people had been settled in the 
Promised Land, but a short time, 
No stable government had been 
organized. They had come out of 
the wilderness without a royal 
family, and with no great political 
leaders. 

For a brief period of time they 
had followed the leadership of 
Joshua and Caleb, two strong 
characters trained by Moses, but 
with their passing the mantle of 
authority fell on no one. 

The little land of Palestine was 
the one fertile strip of country 
along the east end of the Medi- 
terranean, completely surrounded 
by sea and desert. As a conse- 
quence it was always being fought 
for. 


Hundred Year 
Old Contest 


The Hebrews had wrested it 
from the Canaanites, and now the 
Philistines were fighting the 
Hebrews for a foothold. For al- 
most a hundred years the con- 
test went on. 

The Hebrews fought at a great 
disadvantage because they were 
not organized.

This disunity made a uniting of 
the tribes an absolute necessity, 
if they were to survive, But the 
tribal loyalties, and a certain fear 
of kings, held them apart.
